Because of the 
changes in the fixture list 
to allow the completion of 
Bob Jane Stadium 
without a major loss of 
home gate revenue the 
third phase of the 
Ericsson Cup will see 
South Melbourne 
reverse that situation into 
a huge advantage. 

And this season one of 
the noticeable statistics is 
the massive home 
advantage. 

But that doesn't mean 
that Frank Arok is a 
happy man just now ~ far 
from it in fact, 

“Look," he continues, 
“we can't win games until 
we stop giving away silly 
goals. 

“We have done it in 
nearly every game so far 
and until that stops then 
we won't win anything. 

“Against Sydney 
United and Canberra we 
also gave away a silly 
first goal - we can't keep 


on doing that" 
Against Marconi last 
Saturday Arok also threw 


his hands up in despair 
when he saw _ the 
Stallions big defender 
Mike Smith ghost into the 
penalty area and put 


away a header without a 
serious challenge from 
the Blues defence. 

“That is the sort of thing 
we have to stop," he said 
after that match. 

Losses are nothing 
new to any coach, far 
less Frank Arok, but 
there is always a public 
reaction. 

When South 
Melbourne lose one 
match the media often 
tosses the word ‘crisis’ in 
with gay abandon; when 
it goes to two or three 
then all sorts of havoc 
breaks lose. 

But when that losing 
streak stretches to four 


then there really is 
something serious 
happening. 

Again, Frank Arok 
doesn't shirk the 
question. 

“We really do have a 
crisis just now," he 
admits. 


"We have now started 
five games in a row in 
which we have ended up 


being 2-0 down before 
we Start to play football. 

"So there really is 
something of a crisis. 

“But it will come. 

"There are one or two 
players who will be 
replaced and | have tried 
a few others so far. 

“It is all very, very 
frustrating." 

Frank Arok, however, 
is no  one-season 
national league rookie 
who is looking for cover 
when things don't go 
according to plan.
